Deep Creek is an artificial lake owned by Pennsylvania Electric Company. 
Its major purpose is to supply water for the generation of power. The water 


level is controlled solely for this purpose. 


To make the lake available for recreation it is leased to the Maryland 
Game and Inland Fish Commission. All water activities are subject to the 
Commission’s rules and laws of the State of Maryland. However, access to 
the lake is controlled by Penelec, as the company owns a strip of land all 
around the lake which is made available to adjoining property owners under 


a system of permits. 


The general public has access to the lake only at commercial establish- 
ments and across land leased to the State of Maryland at Deep Creek Lake State Park and at 
several public fishing areas. Access at such places is subject to fees or conditions as may be 
established by the owner of the property adjoining that of Penelec. 

Privilege Permits are issued, upon application, to adjoining property owners subject to 
conditions and regulations which Penelec, as a private owner, must require. Other than at 
public and commercial areas, use of company land is not authorized except under permit. 

Each year thousands of visitors and permanent residents enjoy the privi- 
lege of using Deep Creek Lake for fishing, boating, swimming and just plain 
loafing. We are glad that it affords pleasure to so many and are hopeful that 
it will continue to do so. We ask the cooperation of all property owners so that 
Deep Creek Lake can continue to be both an invaluable recreation area and an 


economic asset.

Savage River Dam—One of Maryland’s largest 
dams .... 1,050 ft. long rising 184 ft. above the 
stream bed. The spillway discharges 100,000 cubic 
ft. of water per second. The stream flow from the 
dam is normally regulated by a concrete-lined tun- 
nel 10 ft. in diameter and 1,170 ft. long. Twin sets 
of hydraulically operated slide gates control the 
flow. A supervisory engineer, a tender, an assistant 
tender and a helper attend the dam.

GARRETT COUNTY HISTORIC SITES REPORT

_. INDIAN PERIOD=It is said that this lasted 
about 4300 years, and included several different 
civilizations. Today it is not alone arrowheads or 
burial mounds that remain from this long past in 
’ Garrett County. It is also the red man’s trails. Sev- 
eral of the modern highways follow the paths of 
the Indian. These, in turn, often followed the trails 
» 6F the buffalo, which, for milennia, crossed the 
. Alleghenies from the Ohio Valley in early spring, 
to graze on the lush grass of the glades of Garrett. 
As late as 1790 they were seen on the mountains 
there. George Washington noted that they went 
from one salt lick to the next and that these pas- 
Sages established the early roads. Garrett’s 
twentieth century highways, therefore, derive from 
prehistoric times. 


. THE COLONIAL PERIOD—It was in this era 
that certain population groups, still to be found in 
‘Garrett, established themselves in the County. There 
were owners of great estates. There were small 
farmers. There were sportsmen, attracted by the su- 
perb hunting and fishing. Each made a marked 
contribution to the quality of the County and, while 
fashions change, each has its valid descendants 
living in the area today, continuing to make its 
contribution. 


There were also international influences. The

County was then the far frontier of Anglo-Saxon 
civilization, with nothing beyond it but the world 
of the Indians, and the Indians were rapidly becom- 
ing the tools of the French, pushing down from 
Canada. The war that resulted—the French and 
Indian—left its marks on Garrett. General Brad- 
dock, of the English army, led his redclad soldiers 
across the County mountains to their defeat at the 
hands of the French and Indian allies. George Wash- 
ington, as every schoolchild knows, helplessly ad- 
vised against the Englishman’s strategy. Braddock 
in fact followed the old Indian road (Route 40) but 
also in fact made a road of his own. This, the first 
military highway in the United States, still exists. 


THE NATIONAL PERIOD—With colonialism 
past, Garrett County ceased to be the frontier. The 
Ohio Valley assumed that status, and Garrett, in 
turn became a place of estates and resorts. Its

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splendid scenery drew people of cultivated taste to 
it from the beginning. As early as 1810, a Cabinet 
Member, James McHenry, Secretary of War to Presi- 
dents Washington and Adams, established a sum- 
mer home near what is now Deep Creek Lake. A 
village there still bears his name—McHenry. 

_ In 1870, Henry Gassaway Davis, founder of the 
Western Maryland Railroad, and John W. Garrett, 
president of the B and O, enclosed ten acres as a 
deer refuge, a little east of Oakland. This became 
the site of the extremely fashionable resort, Deer 
Park, where Presidents—-followed of course by 
Washington society—came to summer. Grant and 
Harrison vacationed here. Cleveland chose Deer 
Park for his honeymoon. 

Other resorts grew up and shared this pre- 
eminence. Mountain Lake Park was organized as 
a community in 1881 and the elegant Mountain Lake 
Park Hotel opened the next year. A colony of fine 
hostelries followed. 


The town of Oakland, today a busy little county 
seat and market place, was in those decades the site 
of fashionable hotels and summer homes. The fam- 
ily of Francis Scott Key began coming there in 1859 
and kept up the custom for a hundred years. 


Some of the other notable people who chose 
Garrett County for their recreation were William 
Jennings Bryan, Champ Clark, Carl Schurz, James 
Gillespie Blaine. The mountain tops along the B 
and O Railroad were dotted with smart summer 
establishments, not hotels alone, but also many 
private homes.’.

There were campers too, one trio of whom have 
taken their places in the ranks of the American 
immortals—Henry Ford, Thomas Edison and Har- 
vey Firestone. 

These men, whose work altered the social cus- 


toms of America, came to enjoy the beauty and 


peace of the mountains in privacy. Occasionally, 
however, they invited friends. John Burroughs was 
one of these fortunates. 

And throughout the century when Garrett 
County held its preeminence as a resort county, it 
also had a vivid life that derived from its ancient 
highway—the, Old National Pike that is now U.S. 
AQ and incorporated the military road of General 
Braddock and the Indian trails that followed the 
buffalo. This at the time was probably the busiest 
thoroughfare in the United States. It was the great 
route between the East and West. Stagecoaches 
used it, so did freight wagons. So did thousands of 
private carriages and horsemen. So did drovers 
from both sides of the mountains. A freighter of 
the mid-nineteenth century wrote that, as he spent 
a usual night in one of his crossings (‘‘usual” 
meant stretched out on the floor of an inn public 
room, with dozens of other travellers lying around 
him), there were in the inn’s care, thirty six-horse 
teams, a hundred Kentucky mules, a thousand hogs 
and a thousand fat Illinois cattle. All following the 
buffalo trail that became America’s first Federal 
highway. Hotels and inns of course abounded along 
this crowded river of travel. Some are in operation 
today.

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IN MORE RECENT YEARS—The aspects of 
life mentioned above have continued to character- 
ize Garrett County, though fashions have naturally 
changed. The land is still a magnificent resort area 
and in much the same sense as in earlier years. 
That is, it continues to attract people of taste and 
discrimination rather than mere throngs of indif- 
ferent idlers. 

Today the center of its resort attractions is 
Deep Creek, where in 1925 the Pennsylvania Electric 
Company created a large artificial lake. This body 
of water provides facilities for practically all water 
sports, while, on nearby Marsh Mountain, the de- 
velopment of winter sports has added an attrac- 
tion new to the area—and, indeed, to Maryland. Fine 
ski runs for all grades of skill, instructors, a patrol, 
warming huts, Pomalifts, rental equipment, special 
weekend excursions from Baltimore and Washing- 
ton, excellent motels and inns—all these have trans- 
formed the area from a summer resort to one that 
offers seasonal recreation the year around. There 
is no other such south of the Mason-Dixon Line. 
The extension of the season, however, has not 

altered the characteristic quality of Garrett Coun- 
ty’s resort areas. This continues unspoiled. 

It is not the purpose of this report to describe 
recreational facilities, but tourist attractions of a 
historic nature. The fact stands out, however, that 


the recreational present of the County is in har-: 


mony with a long historic tradition, and so the above 
comments appear to be justified. 
I may add that, in making the following list, I

have not arranged the attractions in terms of the 
previously mentioned historic periods, because many 


of the attractive items extend historically through 


all the periods. The roads that coincide with buffalo 
and Indian trails, for example, go back thousands 
of years—and are still important today. Insofar as 
is possible, I have divided the places into two cate- 
gories—those which relate directly to national his- 
tory, and those which commemorate early American 
customs in a way not to be seen in many places. 


The Casselman River Bridge, near U. S. Route 
40 just east of Grantsville. Named a National His- 
toric Landmark in 1964, this is a dramatic’ re- 
minder of Route 40’s great days, when, as the Na- 
tional Pike, running between Cumberland and 
Wheeling, this road was the first improved path of 
transportation across the mountains—whether for 
passengers or freight. The bridge is unused at pres- 
ent and to reach it the traveller must turn off on 
a spur from Route 40. This will bring him to the 
Bridge’s east end—the west approach is cut off. 
He can then walk out on the Bridge floor, if he 
wishes, or he can obtain a rarely lovely view from 
the new bridge, which is only a short distance down- 
stream. Camera fans will probably prefer this. Cas- 
selman Bridge is photogenic as well as historic. 

It was built in 1813, and, at the time, was the 
longest single span bridge (80-ft.) in the country. 
It is a fine example of the beautiful stone work 
that characterizes Western Maryland. It was over 
its graceful arch, now quietly framed in tall forest,

that there passed the turbulent march of American 
expansion westward-—drovers, freighters, waggon- 
ers, horsemen, stagecoach passengers, pedestrians 
—when the frontier was the Alleghenies. 


The Casselman. Hotel in Grantsville. This 
building also commemorates the great days of the 
Nationa! Pike. It is the oldest hotel left from that 
period. First opened as The Drovers Inn, in 1824, 
it has never been out of operation. It is a handsome 
brick structure, well arranged inside. Many of the 
early features have been retained although there 
are now all the usual modern comforts. In the old 
kitchen, for example, there is the great fireplace 
where the cooking was done, and other rooms have 
open fireplaces that are serviceable. Continuous 
use as a hotel for 141 years would alone make the 
place unique. The connection with the Old National 
Pike, however, gives this establishment a definite 
historic quality. 


The Heward House in Oakland. Francis Scott 
Key’s widow acquired this residence in 1859. Her 
daughter, Phoebe. married Charles Howard, a de- 
scendant of John Eager Howard, the Revolutionary 
hero. The house passed into possession of the How- 
ard family, who came there for their summers until 
1959, rounding out a century. At that time the 
Howard owner passed away and left the building 
to a next door neighbor. It has stood unoccupied 
since. 


It is not open to the public, yet it is included

in this report because of an exterior feature of fas- 
cinating historic interest. That is a small platform 
built out from the center of the front. porch. The 
reason for this curious looking little addition is as 
follows: The people of Oakland never forgot the 
owners of the house descended from the author of 
the American National Anthem and showed their 
respect by a delightful custom. When the How- 
ards arrived for the summer, the town band would 


give a concert*in front of the residence, at the 
close of which they played The Star Spangled 


Banner and all the people sang. The members of 
the family would then move forward on this plat- 
form and join in. There are few more charming or 
more American legends. 


The Church of the Presidents in Oakland. All 
three of the Presidents—Grant, Harrison and Cleve- 
land—who preferred Garrett County to any other 
place for their vacations, attended services in this 
modest stone building at the corner of Second and 
Liberty Streets. For some years it was not used, 
but it is now undergoing restoration by St. Mat- 
thew’s Episcopal Chureh and will be open to the 
public. Its distinction is unique. 


The B and O Railread Station in Oakland. As 
a place of business this dates from 1851, though 
the present building was erected in 1884. Even so, 
it is one of the oldest stations in the country. Con- 
gidering the current enthusiasm for old railroads, 
it would seem that attention might well be drawn 
to this place.

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The Fairfax Stone near Kempton. This monu- 


ment is actually in West Virginia. It is, however, 


just over the State line and, for its significance in 
colonial history, may well interest vacationers in 
Maryland. A visit to it was a popular excursion in 
horse and buggy days, when the journey took a day. 
Now the round trip can be made between breakfast 


and lunch and is through some of Maryland’s most 


spectacular. scenery, for it leads along Backbone 
Mountain, which has the highest elevation in the 
State, known as Hoyecrest (3360 feet). Overlooks 
here command views extending twenty-five miles— 
forest, hill and stream. It is idyllically beautiful. 

The Stone is the marker set in 1746 at. the head- 
waters of the North Branch of the Potomac. The 
purpose was to establish the northwest corner of 
the estate of the famous Lord Fairfax. Although 
Maryland was not originally concerned in the mat- 
ter, it soon became so, for Lord Baltimore’s Charter 


fixed the boundary of his grant also at the Poto- 


mac’s fountainhead. A hundred and sixty-four years 


of controversy followed, going all the way from 


royal edicts issued in England through. American 
legislatures and. finally to the. United States Su- 


preme Court. The last-named body settled the matter 


in 1910 and thereby made Maryland’s elusive west- 


_ern linea fixed reality. It ruled that our State’s 


boundary with West Virginia. was to begin at low 
water mark on the south bank of the North Branch 


of the Potomac at a point where the north and. 


south line from the Fairfax Stone crossed that 


river.

West Virginia, it has had a part in determining 
the shape of our own state. 

There is, however, far more than State history 
contained in this piece of granite. It goes back to 
the origins of the colonial system and has ties with 
the history of England, in the mid-17th Century. 
For what has been called in American records “Lord 
Fairfax’s estate” originated as a grant made by 
Charles II to provide places of refuge for loyalists 
to the Stuart cause who were in danger from the 
Puritans. This grant took in what is now known as 
the Northern Neck of Virginia. Few of the original 
patentees took up the land. Most of them sold or 
gave away their grants and, in 1688, all these titles 
were purchased by Thomas, Lord Culpeper, who 
then received a new patent from James II. The vast 
estate was inherited by Lord Culpeper’s daughter. 
She married the fifth Lord Fairfax. Her son, the 
sixth Lord Fairfax, came into possession in 1719. He 
decided to devote himself to his American posses- 
sion and moved to Virginia, making his home near 
Winchester. Thomas Jefferson’s father, Peter, was 
a member of the party that made the survey in 1746. 

The Fairfax Stone therefore is the visible re- 
sult of events that go back three hundred years 
and involve English wars, colonial proprietors and 
American State Lines. It is, in a way, a summing 
up of our English inheritance. 

The original Stone no longer exists. It had two 
successors which have also vanished—one set in 
1859, one in 1884. Then, in 1910, following the Su- 
preme Court’s decision, a fourth was set up. This

A branch library at Grantsville provides com- 
plete library facilities for those living in the north- 
ern part of the county. The library in the Broad- 
water store building at the intersection of Rts, 40 
and 495 contains books for adults and children, a 
reference collection and files of current magazines.

Braddock and Washington crossed the Youghio- 
gheny River on their ill-fated expedition. (See his- 
torical report for further information.)

was not placed on the exact location of the original, 
but stood a few feet away. In 1957 the West Vir- 
ginia Conservation Commission installed a fifth 
Stone, and it is on the site of the first. The Potomac 
River—or its North Branch—issues from the moun- 
tain side just below the marker. 


Fort Pendleton Above Gorman. Built in 1773, 
this was a Civil War fort erected on the crest of 
a mountain to guard the Potomac. Today only its 
fragmentary ruins remain. There is no road or foot- 
path to it. Those who want to visit it must climb the 
very steep slope. A good view can be obtained from 
the mountain on the other side of the river, at a 
point that can be reached by car. 


Muddy Creek In Swallow Falls State Forest. If 
it were the purpose ,of this report to list scenic 
attractions, Muddy Creek Falls would have been 
named high on the list. The sixty-four foot cataract, 
with the fascination inseparable from a plunging 
stream, is immediately framed in tall slopes cov- 
ered with giant hemlock while the whole surrownd- 
ing area is one of noble stately primitiveness, quite 
untouched. However, the report is aimed at assem- 
bling Garrett’s historic places only and so it is for 
historic associations that the beautiful Falls are 
mentioned. The land beside them was the site of 
the famous camp of Henry Ford, Thomas Edison ~ 
and Harvey Firestone. It was where the three titans 
of American industry, who had the world to pick 
from, chose to come when they wanted to enjoy 
themselves. 

The site of the camp is not marked in any way. 
The area, as noted previously, is now in a State 
property though it was not so in the years when 
the great men came there. It is beautifully kept up. 
Many people visit it for its scenic perfection. 


Mountain Lake Park Hotel. From 1882 to the 
present, it has never missed a season. Its registers 
carry names which, taken all together, would make 
a fair Who’s Who of this era. 

The hotel building is impressively handsome, a 
great rambling structure with a fine view and long, 
graceful verandas. It is furnished according to its 
period, but, though everything is old, everything is 
also well kept and immaculate. The result is a re- 
creation in our modern day of the elegant leisure 
of the Victorian and Edwardian past. 


The Crystal Spring. The lake, from which 
Mountain Lake Park gets its name, lies at the foot 
of a slope on the crest of which stands the Hotel. 
It is a long narrow oval of water, framed in tall 
trees. There is a small island midway between the 
two shores and, in the high fashion days of the re- 
sort, this was the site of a “pagoda” used by Hotel 
people as a summer house, and there was a foot- 


bridge from the Hotel grounds. Both summer house ‘ 


and bridge are now gone. 

Out of one end of the Lake flows the Little 
Youghiogheny River while at the other is the beau- 
tiful and famous Crystal Spring, a stream of pure 
cold water pouring from the mountainside into a 


rocky basin, whence it passes into the Lake itself. 
A drive goes along the shore to this attractive spot, 
and seats and picnic tables have been installed to 
accommodate visitors. There is an extraordinary 
richness of wild flowers and songbirds in the woods 
that surround it. 


Deer Park. If Mountain Lake in its great days 
had a rival, that rival was Deer Park located just 
a short distance away. It was to this town that 
Presidents Grant, Harrison and Cleveland came for 
their summer holidays, while Mr. Cleveland also 
chose it for his honeymoon. Unfortunately, Deer 
Park has not endured. 

The great old hotel is gone. What is left is a 
row of structures that were modestly called “cot- 
tages” in the great period. They are actually large, 
two-story buildings, obviously very handsome and 
in the height of fashion at the time they were 
built. They had spacious porches, bay windows, lit- 
tle turrets and lavish ginger-breading. So clearly 
do they speak of a time of prosperity that it is 
saddening to report that now all but two are in 
pitiful disrepair. But the two that are being kept 
up give an adequate idea of what a “summer cot- 
tage” was in the days of serene elegance. Suffice 
it to say that such a building was found proper for 
the honeymoon of a President. 


Penn Alps, Inc., near Grantsville. This insti- 
tution is engaged in what is called, in cities, “social 
work.” tae 

A non-profit organization, its aim is to help the 
people of mountainous Garrett County improve their 
living standards. To this end it encourages and 
teaches them to work at the pioneer crafts of their 
forefathers, and then it sells their products for 
them in the souvenir shop, taking only a modest 
commission to cover its own expenses. 

The reason for listing Penn Alps, Inc., as an 
historic attraction is this—the Mennonite and Amish 
people have been in America since early colonial 
days. Thev have been in Garrett County since about 
1800. They have been the best kind of citizens— 
honest in all their dealings, law abiding, thrifty, 
patriotic. Their contribution to any community where 
they are settled is always good. They are a definite 
part of American history and an excellent part at 
that. Their preservation of their own folkways ‘is, 
however, the reverse of ostentatious. They keep their 
way of life to themselves. The staff of Penn Alps 
also includes members of the Lutheran, Methodist 
and. Church-of the Brethren faiths. 

Thus, through it, visitors to Garrett County will 
have opportunity to come into contact with the

As f do not know 
of any similar instituticn, I rate this one as unique. 


Yoder’s Locker Plant at Grantsville. It is a~ 
store owned, operated and staffed by Amish people. 
The justly famous Amish smoked sausage can be 
bought here, the Amish dried corn and dried fruits, © 
and wide variety of unique canned products such 
as game, chicken, scrapple, beef and pork all cooked 
and ready to serve. Buckwheat flour and corn meal 
prepared on Amish farms are offered..So is maple 
sugar, syrup and candy. 


The Bear Creek Fish Rearing Station. Very 
definitely the history of Garrett County is asso- 
ciated with trout fishing. From the early 19th cen- 
tury on, sportsmen have come to the area—after 
trout. Many records of phenomenal catches still 
exist. Today, however, the number of this coveted 
Species has dwindled and streams are to a consider- 
able extent dependent on stocking by the State De- 
partment of Game and Inland Fish. At the Bear 
Creek Rearing Station visitors can see the future 
catches in all stages.of growth, from fingerlings 
up to fourteen-inch prizes. It is a very popular 
place. The pools are located in a green glade with 
large trees) and visitors may pienie if they wish. 


The Sang Run Area. No less than fishing is 
hunting a tradition in Garrett. Indeed, the County, 
out of its magnificent game resources, has produced 
a book which, for a hundred years, has rated as a 
great gunner’s classic. This is the work titled “For- 
ty-four Years of the Life of a Hunter”, and writ- 
ten by Meschach Browning, a Garrett countian. This 
work has gone through many editions and is still 
going. It is an.established part of the history of 
hunting and, since its author dwelt in Garrett 
County, I list the site of his home as an historic at- 
traction. Nothing remains today but the foundations 
and they are not marked. They stand on the banks 
of Sang Run. 

Also in this area is the site of a great Indian 
camp. It is likewise unmarked. 

Finally, the Sang Run country contains a re- 
minder, in its very name, of a plant that has long 
association with American mountain life—that is 
ginseng, shortened and changed to “sang” in moun-

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tain speech. Ginseng for many decades provided 


~ mountaineers with an addition to their always small 


cash income. It grew wild and had a root which 
‘the Chinese valued for medicinal purposes. When 
dried, this root brought the astonishing price of 
twenty-three dollars per pound. Mountain people 
naturally tosk to collecting the material. They 
worked at the collection with an assiduity that re- 
sulted in their being given, in some neighborhoods, 
the name “sang diggers”. As a result, the wild plant 
was almost exterminated, but, along Sang Run in 
Garrett, it may still be found. Its market, however, 
has greatly decreased. 


The Maple Sugar Camp Near Bittinger. The 
use of sap water of the sugar maple is older than 
history in this country. The Indians tapped the 
trees before the white men arrived. During the 
‘pioneer era, the sugar and syrup of the maple 
was the cnly sweetening people had in some frontier 
regions. Today, what was then a necessity, is a 


- easual pleasure, to be enjoyed without a thought 


ef its origin. Many American children eat maple 
Syrup on griddle cakes—-or ice cream sundaes— 
without an idea of why the name “maple” is ap- 
plied to the flavor. But in Garrett County there 
are some fifty “sugar camps” and a trip to one 
of these would be not only educational to the young- 
ster learning “social studies’, it would be some- 
thing out of the ordinary world for the youngsters’ 
parents. 

The camp near Bittinger belongs to the Henry 
Brenneman family who very kindly allow visitors

to look into the sugar-making sheds, as well as to 
picnic in the grove. “Sugaring’”, as the process is 
called, is no longer done in a big kettle hung over 
an open fire. Instead special modern equipment 
has been devised. Though this may not have the 
immediate picturequeness of the kettle, it is still 
intensely interesting. 

The grove itself is magnificent. The trees are 
giants for one has to be forty years old before it 
can be tapped. Picnic tables and benches have been 
set up and the driveway turns directly off the road. 
It is hard to think of a more interesting place for 
an outing. 


Triple R Ranch Near Oakland. At this at- 
tractive establishment, visitors can see a breed of 
horse that is said to be the oldest known to exist, 
and that is rapidly becoming fashionable in this 
country. That is the Appaloosa. There are only a 
few places in the East where it is bred. 

The Appaloosa is believed by some authorities 
to be the original primitive horse—the one whose 
picture was drawn on the walls of the caves of the

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primitive people of what is now France. Its im- 
mediately noticeable characteristic is a white rump 
dotted with dark speckles. People who accept the 
story of the breed’s antiquity can give quite circum- 
stantial accounts of the peregrinations, east and 
west, that finally brought Appaloosas to America. 
Today’s spreading popularity of this horse, how- 
ever, seems to rest on the fact that he possesses 
certain definite merits—strength, endurance, gentle- 
ness and an easy gait. The rareness of the breed in 
the East and the excellence of the Triple R herd 
combine to make adequate reasons for rating the 
Ranch as an attraction for sightseers. 


The Cranesville Sub- Arctic Swamp On The 
Youghiogheny. As a rule, an historic place is one 
where something has happened. There is a rarer 
species of site, however, which simply is history in 
itself. A silent testimony to time. Such a one is 
this — a swamp of some eight acres which pro- 
duces growths normally to be found only in the 
Arctic regions. It has only recently drawn public at- 
tention—and, even in a short time, its uniqueness 
has caused the Department of the Interior to name 
it a Natural History Landmark, while a distinguished 
body of conservationists move toward its purchase. 
This is the Nature Conservacy Group, an organiza- 
tion of private citizens which undertakes to protect 
wilderness areas which have some unmatched 
feature.

its boggy soil. It can be seen, however, for a good 
road skirts it for miles. And, in merely looking at 
it, one feels an awesome strangeness. 


Its growths have a dense lushness, but are low 
in height. Their colors vary greatly, as do their 
forms—from the most delicate green to dark, from 
spearlike grasses to deeply-notched ferns. Know- 
ing what it is, the passerby cannot look at it with- 
out a sort of hush in spirit. We speak easily of 
“past geologic ages” but we very, very seldom see 
a landscape so invested with antiquity.
